They believe that too much salt is 
eaten, 

Common salt, the chemical name 
of which is chloride of sodium, has 
Iwen used so long by civilized man 
that most individuals are led to be- 
lieve its use indispensable to the hu- 
man economy, 

Tis is an erroneous belief, as 
every individual ean decide for him- 
self. 

Vis a wrong inference which leads 
people to believe that because. the 
oor likes the salt “lick” or the red- 
man likes the firewater, either of 
these substances is natural or neces- 
sary to the human body, 

Ii is a well-known faet that there 
are numbers of people who never 
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use sal. "Phe North American In- 
dian whom the hand of civilization 
has not made unnatural does not eut 
and many ef the people of the 
hern. parts of Europe and 
America, as well as Central Africa, 
have no use for salt. 


An individual need go no further 
than his own experience to learn 
that salt is wholly y for 
the human body. 

An appetite for it may be de- 
veloped to such an extent that the 
victim mav well be called a *zalt- 
vater.”

world again and thus continues the 
journey through this cycle of alter- 
nating activity and rest, but at a 
higher point of evolution than he 
has ever before reached. 

By this method alone does sus- 
tained and permanent progress for 
the eem possible. Both the 
materialistice theory with its an- 
nihilation of the individual con- 
sciousness, and the theological idea 
of each soul passing into eternity 
with its modicum of knowledge to 
reiurn no more, certainly fall short 
of the requirements of race evolu- 
tion. But by reincarnation there is 
a perfect conservation of energy and 
constant progress, No single lesson, 
no fragment of experience, is lost. 

Let us now turn our attention 
from showing that reincarnation 
plays a harmonious and necessary 
part in evolution to some of the 
reasons why the theory given us by 
the theologians is not in harmony 
with the laws of nature. One of 
fhese is that what is called the plan 
nf salvation is not suecessful. Yet 
we know that nature. which is but 
the manifestation of Deity, does all 
things well, Certain means are pre- 
cisely adapted to certain ends, But, 
according to the theologians, the 
great mass of humanity misses sal- 
vation. Only a small percentage is 
saved. God ie represented as all- 
powerful and all-loving and desir- 
ing the salvation of the meanest 
sinner, vet nearly the whole race is 
lust, No plan that is so palpable a 
failure can he the trie one. 

Another trouble with this theory 
is that the small percentage of hu- 
manity that does come through sue- 
sfully must do it virarionsly, not 
saved by their own merit, bot by 
proxy. Viearions atonement can be 
neither just nor eMfeacions, Such 
shirking of responsibility is dis- 
Honest and necessarily a failure. Tt 
is in violation of all of nature's 
known methods. No moral quality 
can be possessed and enjoyed unless 
it is earned. any more than one ean 
ent another's food and do another's 
physieal growing for him, We know 
that if is one of natare's laws that 
inaction is punished with atrophy 
and that shirking responsibility. as 
illustrated by parasites, loads to de- 
generacy and decay, 

Another diffieulty with this theory 
is that it fails to satisfy onr sense 
of justice. Tt holds that the soul 
of man is ereated at his birth; that 
he is left free to choose the good or 


er 


and Facts of Life that show Reincarnation to be 


evil during his lifetime, and will 
hereafter be held responsible for his 
choice. If all men came into the 
world with the same mental and 
moral equipment and during life en- 
countered the same temptations it 
would be a very different problem 
we have to deal with. But when 
this is not so then there is no jus- 
tice in such a theory of life. One 
is horn in a palace and another in 
the slums. One is a genius, the 
other is stupid. One has all the 
advanti of wealth, the other all 
the handicaps of poverty. One is 
surrounded from birth with moral 
influences under which he can 
scarcely go wrong if he tried and 
the other is surrounder by immoral 
companions among whom he could 
hardly be hon if he would. One 
is well clothed. well fed and lovingly 
cared for. The other wears rags, 
subsists upon crusts and is treated 
like a beast. If two such boys start 
in life, even with the same mental 
and moral equipment. it is almost 
certain that one of them will be a 
moral success and the other a moral 
failure. To reward the one who 
conld hardly have gone wrong had 
he tried and punish the one who had 
no fair chance to do right. if he 
would, shocks our sense of justice. 
Moreover, if they do come with 
such inequality from the Creator 
there is no justice in the original 
endowment of these souls, Entirely 
aside from the question of future 
reward or punishment, why shonld 
oe be dowered for life with wealth 
and the other cursed with poverty? 
Why should one be gifted with 
genins and the other blighted with 
stupidity? Why is one given the 
face and form of an Adonis and the 
other a distorted body and the fea- 
tures of a fiend? Tet us not be so 
illogical as to sav that this is the 
wnmarred work of a just. all-loving 
and all-powerful Diety. Te it not 
hetter to assume that under the old 
theory we have not found the true 
explanation of these apparent in- 
justices? "Phat two souls thus ap- 
pearing on earth, the one with such 
enormous advantages and the other 
with such terrible impediments in 
the struggle for the goal of heaven, 
do not came thus from the hand of 
God, and that upon closer examina- 
tion we shall find a satisfactory rea- 
son for these striking differences? 
When we see such inequalities be- 
tween human beings at the very he- 
ginning of this life we feel that 
there must he a reason for it if it 
ean but be found. ‘There is a rea- 
son and the hypothesis of reincar- 
nation makes it clear without charg- 
ing God with such palpable injus- 
tice. When we remember that these 
two souls have come np to their 
present condition of development 
throngh thousands. of veare of evo- 
lution and that the genius of the 
one is the result of his striving 
through many lives, while the 
stupidity of the other is the natural

R. WALTON announces in his 

D preface that it is not his 

object to “transform” the 

busy man into a philosopher 

but rather to enable him to do his 

work more effectively by eliminat- 
ing undue solicitude.” 

With this object in view the au- 
thor has made an extended analysis 
of worry, tracing it to its various 
causes, These c are taken up 
under various heads as they appear 
to the medical man with special op- 
portunities for observing nervous 
people. His classifications are such 
as appeal to the reader as unusually 
just and if many who are inclined to 
worry would read and apply the 
proper classification to their own 
brand of worry they might be able 
to overcome the tendency, in some 
measure at least. 

The Doctor says that the great 
difficulty in the way of recovery is 
the victim's own opposition to the 
means that would result in his re- 
lief. He counsels the victim of 
the worrying habit to use his own 
initiative to overcome the faulty 
mental attitudes that lead to worry. 

Worry is defined as “a condition 
of undue solicitude.” The realiza- 
tion of the qualifying word undue 
will answer the objection of those 
who claim that they cannot help it. 

The author shows how many people 
practice quite the opposite of self 
control and indeed give themselves 
unconscious suggestive treatment to 
aggravate their trouble by giving 
voice to He speaks of the great 
waste of vital energy expended in 
these habits of thought. Toward 
the end of this most interesting and 
instructive book the remedies likely 
to prove most effective are taken 
up. Among these remedies the cul- 
tivation of a commonplace attitude 
of mind is recommended, also the 
suggestion that even if the worst 
feared were to happen it would 
hardly be as bad as the condition 
resulting from worry. 

Dr. Walton further recommends 
the cultivation of a “Fad” by way 
of distracting the thoughts and 
thus giving the mind a much need- 
ed rest from its insistent habit, 

Since worry has been called “The 
disease of the age” we may do well 
to read this book and recognize to 
what extent we may be the victims 


. of Hypochondria or Obsession, and 


with this realization should surely 
come an earnest desire to heed the 
warning and make use of the au- 
thor’s suggestions to overcome ten- 
fleneies we may discover we have 
heen assiduously cultivating.
